Lawrence (NA), Dela ware State Police of the following: The 
fact that captioned organization was chartered in Delaware 
with Bowles listed as president; the fact that a news article 
on Bowles and the organization had appeared in the Washington 
Evening Star on 2-18-54? and that one Bryant It^Cowles, FBI 
No. 49 o r 033> might be identical, although positive identification 
cannot be made without fingerprints. Lawrence was also to be 
told that/Bowles, FBI No. 496^033 bad been arrested by the 
Baltimore PD and that he had been fined $125 and costs on

Although told on 9-28-54 that it would not be

State of Delaware on December l4 T 1951^ ’According to a brochure issued 
by~the NAAWP its task is to advance and strengthen the culture of the 
white race. To this end the NAAWP purposes (1) "to organize all those 
white people who wish to carry on and further develop the essential and 
permanent characteristics of our culture as previously developed and 
handed down by our forebears,", (2) "to help educate our people through 
a program of lectures, books, pamphlets, papers, etc., in the true value 
of their culture, their political, economic, religious, social, 

moral, scientific, recreational, etc., institutions, and to point out 
the good which it will promote, the bad which it will stamp out and the 
mistakes which it will correct" and (3)"to secure the necessary legis¬ 
lation to effect the program of advancing and strengthening the culture 
of the white people."

In connection with Director's comment as to 
Dilworth being a controversial character, Bureau file 
62-96963-1 reflects Dilworth, during political campaigns, 
made numerous allegations of corruption, graft, and 
dishonesty against Philadelphia Republican city 
admini strati on and Philadelphia Police Department . 

In Januaty, 1948, Dilworth accused the Office of 
United States Attorney with being no more competent 
or honest than the Philadelphia Republican Administra- 
tion. As a result,, on February 2, 1948, United State s. 
District Judge James P. UcGranery ordered the Grand 
Jury to subpoena Dilworth to testify as to his 
charges against United States Attorney's Office. 

After a 45-minute appearance before the Grand Jury 
it was indicated in "Philadelphia Inquirer /' February 3, 
1948, that Dilworth failed to mention any specific 
facts;
